RETAIL TRADE IN OCTOBER. 
COMPARISON OF 1980 WITH 1929.

The reported decline in sales, as compared with Octo- 
ber of last year, amounted to 4-4 cent. In the 
preceding month there was a small increase on the 
1929 figures, but this was more than accounted for by 
the extra day included in the 1930 figures. Further,

September, 1929, was itself a month of relatively 
bad trade, and the October results may thus be 


regarded as not unsatisfactory. The month of October 
this year had not merely an equal number of working 
days with October last year, but the number of Satur- 
days was also the same, and the data were gathered 
from a notably larger field, so that the comparison 
seenerally had a sounder basis. At the same time, the 
revival in trade which was observed during the second 
half of September this year has not been maintained, 
and as October propre’ sed eonditions beeame rnore difh- 
cult. The weather in most parts of the country was 
unusually mild during October, and several stores attri- 
buted loss of turnover directly to this cause. ‘Those 
stores situated in agricultural districts also report that 
1) farming has reacted on retail trade 


the depression 
locally. The major factor, however, is still the persis- 
tent fall in retail prices. The cost of living index has, 
since the end of October, 1929, fallen from 167 to 157, 
or by 6 per cent., but the prices of individual commodi- 
ties have, in many cases, fallen by a much greater per- 
centage. As usual in a period of falling prices, two 
forces are operating to depress turnover. In the first 
place, the public are preferring to buy the same quality 
at a lower price, rather than a better quality at the 
price they have been accustomed to pay in the past. 
Secondly, as they feel that prices may fall still further, 
they are buying from hand to mouth rather than cover- 
ing requirements for some time ahead. The result is 
that, while there is every evidence of more transactions 
being handled, it is difficult to maintain the sales aggre- 
sate at the same level as last year. In this connection 
it is interesting and significant to observe that in many 
departments, while the total value of sales may be 
smaller than last year, those sections concerned with 
inexpensive merchandise have in many cases shown an 
improvement on last year’s figures. 

Turning to the actual results, it is noteworthy that, 
as in September, the figures of sales for London are less 
favourable than for the rest of England. In October

also, stocks fell in less proportion than sales in London 
and in a greater proportion in the other districts, so that 
in this further respect London presents a relatively un- 
favourable contrast. With regard to the various mer- 
chandise categories, the figures for the women’s wear 
(fashion departments) continue to compare favourably 
with the general totals, while furniture remains one of 
the worst features. Trade in furniture, which showed a 
reduction of 8-9 per cent. in October, has been difficult 
all the year, and shows no signs of reaching last year’s 
figures. In men’s and boys’ wear there was a rela- 
tively small decrease in the South of England and in the 
london suburbs, but a substantial decline in the West 
lind of London, and in the country as a whole the 
decline was nearly as great as in the furniture depart-

ments. For the ** sports and travelling ’’ departments 
of London suburban stores a heavy increase is showp 
in October; it should, however, be pointed out that 
the turnover in these departments represented only

The October returns of employment in stores in Seot. 
land and the West End of London, where the greatest 
reductions in sales in August and September were re. 
corded, show, like the September returns, a decline. 
while employment returns for other districts show again 
an increase. The aggregate of all districts shows a 
smaller decline in October (0-2 per cent.) than in 
August (0-8 per cent.), while in September there was 
a rise (0-5 per cent.).

From the information available as to furnaces in 
blast, it appears that the average output of pig Iron per 
furnace for the month of September was 4,090 tons in 
the United Kingdom, 5,570 tons in France, 5,300 tons in 
Belgium, 8 980 tons in Germany, and 17,380 tons in the 
United States. 


FRANCE. 


The aggregate coal production in September showed 
an increase over each of the three previous months and 
was exceeded this year by the outputs of January, March 
and May only. The rate of pig iron output was further 
contracted in September; the tonnage produced daily, 
which averaged 26,270 tons for the month, as against 
26,820 tons in August and 27,680 tons in September, 
1929, was the lowest recorded since January, 1928. 
Furnaces in blast at the end of September numbered 
140, as against 143 at the beginning of the month and 
156 a year ago. The aggregate September pig iron out- 
put (788,130 tons) included 27,550 tons of forge and 
Bessemer yeni 117,090 tons of foundry, 617,910 tons of 
basic, and 25,580 tons of other descriptions of pig iron. 
The total tonnage of steel ingots and castings made in 
September was, with the exception of the June produc- 
tion, the lowest so far returned this year. 


Iron and Steel Prices.—Inland prices of merchant 
bars showed a reduction throughout October, the price 
at the end of the month ranging from 550-540 francs per 
metric ton, as compared with 570 frs. a month earlier. 
The syndicate prices of pig iron, semi-products and 
joists were unchanged during October. ‘Towards the 
end of October it was reported that the Thin Sheet Sales 
Office, which controlled the prices of sheets up to 
38 mm., had suspended its activities and prices of these 
»yroducts are now subject to the conditions of the general 
market. On the export market, prices for semi-finished 
and finished products declined during the mouth. The 
Franco-Belgian-Luxemburg Convention export price for 
phosphoric pig iron remained unchanged from the Sep- 
tember figure.

(GERMANY. 


The returns for September show that there was some 
expansion of coal output over the three previous 
months. The production of pig iron and of crude steel, 
however, continued to contract. Per calendar day the 
make of pig tron in September averaged 21,410 tons, as 
compared with 23,460 tons in August, and 386,410 tons 
in September, 1929. furnaces in blast at the end of 
September numbered 69, a reduction of five as com- 
pared with the beginning of the month, and of 31 since 
the end of September, 1929. The September aggregate 
tonnage (642,370 tons) included 106,630 tons of foundry 
and hematite (including direct castings), 415,490 tons 
of basic, and 120,250 tons of ferro-alloys. The produc- 
tion of steel ingots and castings during the month aver- 
aged 30,810 tons per working day, as against 33,930 tons 
in August, and 48,570 tons in September, 1929. The 
production of finished stecl products in September (26 
working days) was 567,680 tons, as compared with 
609,900 tons in August (26 working days) and 
894,410 tons in September, 1929 (25 working days). 


—Inland prices remained un- 
changed during October. Export prices on the Ham- 
burg market weakened during the month. The follow- 
ing were representative quotations reported towards the 
end of October for finished steel :—Bars, £4 Is.-£4 2s.; 
angles, £4-£4 1s.; hoops, £4 9s.-£4 10s.; joists (stan- 
dard sections), £3 14s.-£3 16s.; and plates, £4 13s.- 
£4 15s. These prices (f.o.b. Hamburg) are under- 
stood to be in respect of the long ton (2,240 Ib..) 


Iron and Steel Prices. 
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BELGIUM. 


The September coal output, in the aggregate, was the 
highest reeorded since March last and the third highest 
so far recorded this year. On a daily basis, however, 
the output was, with the exception of that for July, the 
lowest this year. The tonnage produced averaged 
88,140 tons daily in September (25-6 working days), as 
against 88,900 tons in August (24-6 working days), and 
84,930 tons in September, 1929 (24-7 working days). 
Coal stocks at the end of September amounted to 
1,948,540 tons, as compared with 1,815,330 tons a 
month earlier, and 273,550 tons at the end of Septem- 
ber, 1929. The September pig iron output was some- 
what higher than that of the previous month, when the 
tonnage in the aggregate, and on a daily basis, was the 
lowest since February, 1926. Per calendar day the 
make of pig iron averaged 8,220 tons, as compared with 
7,850 tons m August, and 11,370 tons in September, 
1929. Furnaces in blast at the end of September num- 
bered 46, as against 47 at the end of August, and 57 at 
the end of September, 1929. The tonnage of steel 
ingots and castings produced in September was the 
third lowest aggregate so far recorded this year. 


Iron and Steel Prices.—Prices of semi-products and 
finished products for export dropped steadily during 
October. Quotations (f.o.b., Antwerp) per long ton 
(2,240 lb.) at the end of the month, included the fol- 
lowing:—Blooms, 140 mm. and over, £3 4s.-£3 5s.; 
billets, 2 in.-24 in., £3 7s. 6d.; sheet bars, £3 8s.; bars,

dard sections), £3 14s.-£3 14s. 6d.: and plates, in.

UNITED STATES. 

The aggregate September coal output (39,219,000 
tons) included 384,493,000 tons of bituminous and 
4,726,000 tons of anthracite coal. The bituminous ton- 
nage was the highest recorded since February last, but 
that for anthracite was reduced as compared with each 
of the two previous months, and was the third lowest 
aggregate returned this year. The bituminous produc- 
tion averaged 1,363,000 tons daily in September (25-3 
working days), as against averages of 1.225.000 tons in 
August (26 working days), and 1,657,000 tons in Ddep- 
tember, 1929 (24:3 working days). The corresponding 
dail averages for anthracite were 189,000 tons, 213,000 


tons and 253.000 LoOMS. 


Murther shrinkage in the pro- 
duction of pig iron and crude steel was indicated by 
the figures for September. ‘The September output of 
pig iron, which was at the rate of 75,890 tons daily, as 
compared with 81,420 tons in August, and 116.590 tons 
in September, 1929, was the smallest since September, 
1924, when it averaged 68,440 tons. The number of 
furnaces in blast at the end of September was 128, 
eighteen furnaces havine been blown out or banked 
during the month, and two blown in: furnaces in blast 
at the end of September, 1929, numbered 205. The 
steel ingot production in September represented an 
average daily output of 110,310 tons, which was the 
lowest average recorded since September, 1924, when it 
was 108,760 tons. The tonnage made in August (26 
working days) averaged 119,050 tons daily, and in Sep- 
tember, 1929 (25 working days) 181,120 tons. 


fron and Steel Prices.— -The month of October was 
notable mainly for decreases in the quotations for steel 
bars at Pittsburgh and New York, which followed the 
advances at these centres noted in the previous month. 
Sheet prices at Pittsburgh and Chicago were also lower, 
while in the scrap market considerable reductions 
occurred in each of the principal centres. Representa- 
tive quotations for iron and steel at the end of 
October were: No. 2 foundry pig iron, Philadelphia, 
18 dollars, 76 cents; No. 2 foundry pig iron, Valley fur- 
nace, 17 dollars; re-rolling billets, Pittsburgh, 31 
dollars; sheet bars, Pittsburgh, 31 dollars; and forging 
billets, Pittsburgh, 36 dollars; all prices per ton 
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(2,240 ib.). The following were representative quota. 
tions (per lb. to Jarge buyers) for certain finished steel] 
products: Bars, Chicago, 1-70 cents; tank plates, Pitts. 
burgh, 1-60 cents; and structural shapes, Chicago, 1-70 
cents. 


URUGUAY. 
POSITION OF BRITISH TRADE.

A note of depression in the economic welfare of 
Uruguay has been evident for some time past, and 
culminated at the end of 1929 and the beginning of the 
present year in a sharp depreciation of the national 
currency, a decline in Customs revenue despite in. 
creased duties, and the first adverse trade balance 
experienced in the last ten years, writes H.M. Vice- 
Consul at Montevideo in a *Report on Kconomic Con- 
ditions in Uruguay. 

Total imports during the year 1929 amounted in 
value to 94,720,353 pesos, while exports reached only 
92,706,285 pesos. There was therefore an excess of 
imports over exports of 1,964,067 pesos. It should be 
explained, however, that while the export figures are 
based on true market values the import statistics have 
been compiled on the basis of an arbitrary valuation of 
commodities fixed for the purpose of Customs assess- 
ments. In many cases these valuations were deter- 
mined years ago and no longer reflect current market 
prices. It is not possible to arrive at an accurate 
estimate of the value of total imports, but it will be 
appreciated by the foregoing that the apparent adverse 
trade balance is perhaps more serious than might at 
first sight appear. 


Britisu Position IN URUGUAYAN TRADE. 


The United States continues to head the lst of im- 
porting countries, and now enjoys more than 381 per 
cent. of the total import trade, followed by Great 
Britain with 16 per cent. and Germany with 10 per 
eent. Great Britain, on the other hand, is by far 
Uruguay’s best customer. In 1929 we took 23 per 
cent. of the total exports from the country, while th 
United States purchased only 12 per cent. Indeed, 
her consumption of Uruguayan produce was even less 
than that of Germany (14-9 per cent.) and Argentina 
(12°5 per cent.). 

Largely on account of more extensive purchases of 
Uruguayan ment and cereals in Great Britain there 
was an increase of exports in the first half of the 
present year by no less than 11 million pesos compared 
with the corresponding period of 1929. This increased 
activity was especially evident in the first quarter of 
1930, when British purchases reached a_ total o! 
13,005,666 pesos, against 6,092,029 pesos in the first 
three months of last year. It is estimated that fully 
34 per cent. of the produce exported by Uruguay in the 
first six months of 1930 was consigned to Great Britain. 
Total imports amounted to 44,023,104 pesos, and thus 
suffered a decline of approximately 3 million pesos. 

It has recently become evident that Uruguay is more 
and more awakening to the realisation of the vital réle 
which we play in her economic prosperity. At a recent 
meeting of the Uruguayan Rural Federation, when 1 
was resolved to enter into negotiations with Brazil for 
the reduction of duties on Uruguayan jerked meat in 
return for a corresponding reduction of the tariff on 
srazilian pine, a resolution was also passed urging 
both official bodies and private institutions to promote 
the increase of commercial interchange between 
Uruguay and Great Britain, having regard to the fact 
that Great Britain is Uruguay's best customer. 

At the present time the commercial relations between 
the two countries are decidedly unilateral. Uruguay 
enjoys the one important free market open to her for her 
meat and pastoral products, while British manufac- 
tured goods must scale a high tariff wall on a basis of 
equality with competitors who, while purchasing little

CHARACTER OF BritisH TRADE. 
is, unfortunately, impossible to provide an 
gnalysis of British trade with Uruguay, owing to the 
practice which the Statistical Office has adopted in the 
past seven years of not disclosing the origin of the 
various classes of goods introduced into the country. 
British imports consist chiefly of coal, textiles, rail- 
way material, wire ropes, galvanised iron, wrought iron 
products, chemicals, machinery, cement, sanitary 
ware and groceries. The Uruguayan is very well dis- 
posed towards British goods, knowing their excellent 
quality, but his is nevertheless a price market where 
competition is exceedingly keen. 


Great Britain has hitherto enjoyed a good share in 
the corrugated iron trade, which last year amounted to 
15,528 metric tons, but severe competition has recently 
been encountered from Belgian manufacturers, who 
are able to quote much lower prices. In this way 
much of the trade has been lost. The import of 
ement is also a valuable trade for Great Britain. 
Over 50,000 metric tons were imported in 1928, the 
bulk of which was shared almost equally by Great 
Britain and the United States. Last year was a very 
favourable one for the importers of British cement, as 
no less than 86,027 bags of 50 kilogs. each were 
admitted duty-free for the construction of the new 
stadium. It is probable that from 20,000 to 30,000 
more bags will be required to complete the work. 


A 


With regard to textiles, the demand for cotton piece- 
goods in Uruguay has shown a steady increase in 
recent years. In cotton prints Great Britain is com- 
peting on almost equal terms with the United States, 
Italy and France, but the United States practically 
holds the monopoly for the better-class drills and 
sheetings. Given equality of price there is room for 
the expansion of our trade, but there is small hope 
therwise. The position in regard to knitted goods is 
more favourable. There are a number of local knitting 
factories capable of producing articles of medium and 
inferior quality, but the bulk of goods of high quality 
are still imported. In this trade approximately 
one-half falls to the share of Great Britain. Our most 
serious competitors are France and Italy. Drastic 
measures of protection have killed the trade in cotton 
shirts, pyjamas and underclothing. Stimulated by a 
a thriving industry in Uruguay, and no fewer than 46 
small factories have sprung up within the last year or

REPRESENTATION OF Britisn INTERESTS. 

In former years the bulk of foreign trade with 
Uruguay was done through merchant houses estab- 
lished in Montevideo, but for some time past there 
has been evidence of an increasing tendency on the 
part of the individual trader to import on his own 
account, mostly through commission agents, but 
occasionally direct from the manufacturer. Merchant 
houses still account for a substantial portion of the 
business in textiles and groceries, but most of the 
import trade in other lines now passes through the 
hands of commission agents. 

Uruguay, with a population of rather less than two 
millions, of which no less than 655,389 are resident in 
the capital city, offers a small market. Except, there- 
fore, for certain classes of goods commanding a wide 
and ready sale, manufacturers would scarcely find it 
advantageous to establish a branch, although there is 
no reason why a group of manufacturers producing 
kindred but non-competitive products should not co- 
perate in the setting up of a joint sales office. 

Except in those cases where the volume of business 
is likely to warrant the establishment of a branch, the 
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best method of conducting business with Uruguay is 
through the appointment of an agent on a commission 
basis. The only really practical way of dealing with 
this problem is for a representative of the manufac- 
turer to conduct a preliminary survey of the market, 
and to establish personal touch with likely firms or 
individuals possessing those qualifications and connec- 
tions essential for the successful handling of an agency. 
Such a representative should, if possible, be a senior 
member of his firm, capable of making decisions on his 
own responsibility without the necessity of reference to 
headquarters. 


It may be argued that the Uruguayan market is not 
of sufficient importance to warrant a personal investi- 
gation of local conditions. This may be true to a 
certain extent, but on the other hand a visit of a few 
days to Montevideo could easily be arranged in con- 
junction with a more comprehensive tour to Brazil, 
Argentina and Chile. The port of Montevideo is just 
as well served by passenger steamers as Buenos Aires, 
and there need be no fear of being detained here for a 
longer period than is necessary to complete a survey of 
trade possibilities. 


Even after the choice of an agent has been made a 
manufacturer would be well advised occasionally to 
send out one of his principals to maintain a close 
liaison both with the firm’s representative and his 
clients, and to secure first-hand knowledge of the trend 
of local conditions. In spite of geographical con- 
tiguity and commercial conditions very similar to those 
existing in Argentina, Uruguay is a market whose 
possibilities should be’ given’ separate attention. 
Manufacturers whose trade justifies the appointment 
of an agent should engage a separate representative 
for Uruguay and not leave their business in the hands 
of an agent resident in Buenos Aires. Should it not 
be found feasible for the manufacturer to send a 
personal representative to visit prospective agents, it is 
imperative that comprehensive information should be 
furnished to enable the agent to decide if a market for 
that particular class of goods exists and whether the 
manufacturer’s prices are competitive. Many a good 
agent has been lost through the failure of the manu- 
facturer to submit sufficient data.

ZOMBA. 

During July last domestic imports were valued at 
£71,282, as compared with £60,128 in June and £79,843 
in July, 1929. For the first seven months of the current 
year the total was £459,171, an increase over last year’s 
corresponding period of £49,499, or 12-08 per cent. Imports 
of cotton manufactures rose by £17,338; iron and steel by 
£17,698 and vehicles and parts by £14,039. There were 
declines of £2,263 in imports of agricultural machinery ; 
£1,480 in other machinery; £698 in petrol; £818 in soap 
and £1,867 in provisions. 

As regards exports, the total for July was £113,395, 
while during the period January—July last, exports 
amounted to £480,252, an advance of £41,627, or 9:5 per 
cent. over the first seven months of last year. This increase 
was largely due to tobacco exports, which, with a total 
weight of 9,994,071 Ibs., advanced by 1,699,056 Ibs., or 
20-48 per cent. Cotton rose by 438,358 Ilbs.; sisal by 
117,284 lIbs.; tea by 110,637 lbs., and rubber by 19,260 Ibs. 
On the other hand, exports of hides and skins fell by 


13,801 Ibs.

WEATHER AND Crop CONDITIONS. 


The Indian Commercial Intelligence Department, Cal- 
cutta, reports as follows on the season and crops for the 
weeks ended on the dates stated :— 


Calcutta, November 24.—During the week ended Novem- 
ber 23 rainfall was nearly general on the North Madras 
coast, in Orissa, Chota Nagpur, Upper Burma and Arakan 
pn one day. There were local or few falls of rain elsewhere. 


Madras, November 15.—Fair rain has fallen during the 
past week in parts of the Carnatic and the South of the 
Presidency. The condition of crops is fair to good. 

Bihar and Orissa, November 17.—There has been no rain. 
Standing crops, winter rice and sugar cane are generally 
in good condition. Standing crops have been slightly 
damaged by insects in parts of Sambalpur. In the Feuda- 
tory States of Orissa and Chota Nagpur the weather has 
been seasonable; sugar cane and rabi are thriving. 


United Provinces, November 15.—-No rain has fallen. 
Crops have been damaged by a lack of rain in Moradabad 
and Bareilly and by insects in Meerut. The condition of 
standing crops is good, and the prospects are favourable. 


Punjab, November 17.—The weather has been dry and 
rain is badly needed in parts of the South-East of the 
Punjab and Western districts. The condition and _ pro- 
spects of irrigated standing crops are average to good, and 
of unirrigated crops below the average to average. Sugar 
cane has been damaged by insects in certain districts in 


Rohtak. 


Central Provinces, November 17.-—The weather has been 
clear, but was cloudy at the end of the week; the nights and 
mornings are cooler. Rice harvesting and cotton picking is 
making progress. Rabi is in good condition. In the Feuda- 
tory States rice harvesting continues and rabi sowing is 
being completed. 


Bengal, November 19.—Rainfall was general during the 
atter part of the week, damaging standing crops in places. 
Sowing of spring crops and reaping of winter paddy are 
proceeding. 


Assam, November 24.—The weather has been seasonable. 
Crop outturns and prospects are fair. Shght damage has 
been done to standing crops by locusts in Goalpara.

Measured by the statistics of merchandise and treasure, 
the total visible balance of trade in September was Rs. 6,80 
lakhs in favour of India, as compared with an adverse bal- 
ance of Rs. 14 lakhs in the previous month and a balance cf 
Rs. 5,73 lakhs in favour of India in September, 1929. 
During the six months ended with September the visible 
balance of trade in merchandise and treasure was Ks. 19,93 
lakhs in favour of India, as compared with Rs. 27,55 lakhs 
in the corresponding period of last year.

(CHANGES IN IMPORTS AND IXPORTS. 


As compared with September, 1929, imports of food, drink 
and tobacco, raw materials and manufactured articles in the 
month under review declined by Rs. 81 lakhs, Rs. 30 lakhs 
and Rs. 6,89 lakhs to Rs. 2,12 lakhs, Rs. 1,55 lakhs, and 
Rs. 7,24 lakhs respectively. Under food, drink and tobacco, 
imports of sugar, 16 D.S. and above, including beet sugar, 
decreased by 8,000 tons in quantity and by Rs. 43 lakhs in 
value. Imports of cigarettes, which were valued at Rs. 13 
lakhs in September, 1929, fell to Rs. 2 lakhs in last Sep- 
tember. The other important decreases were in provisions 
and oilman’s stores (— Rs. 11 lakhs) and liquors (— Rs. 8 
lakhs). Under raw materials, imports of kerosene oil de- 
clined by a million gallons in quantity and by Rs. 7 lakhs 
in value. Imports of fuel oil also decreased by 3 million 
vallons in quantity and Rs. 1 lakh in value. The value ot 
‘“precious stones and pearls unset’’ imported fell away to 
Rs. 4 lakhs from Rs. 13 lakhs in September, 1929. Raw 
cotton showed an increase of nearly 2,000 tons in quantity 
and of Rs. 18 lakhs in value. Under manufactured articles 
imports of cotton yarn and manufactures declined by 
ts. 3,63 lakhs. Imports of twist and yarn recorded a de- 
cTease of at half a million Ibs. in quantity and of 

its. 20 lakhs in value. The decrease in imports of cotton 
piece-goods was shown by all the three sub-divisions, 
namely, grey, white and coloured. Imports of grey , goods 
amounted to 17 million yards, valued at Rs. 33 lakhs, as 
compared with 71 million yards, valued at Rs. 1,65 lakhs 
in September, 1929, while those of white and coloured goods 
totalled 12 and 19 million yards, valued at Rs. 30 and Rs. 54 
lakhs, as against 42 and 47 million yards, valued at Rs. 1,18 
lakhs and Rs. 1,53 lakhs pos, sera a year ago. Imports of 
iron and steel fell by Rs. 50 lakhs, of which sheets and plates 
accounted for Rs. 23 lakhs and steel bars Rs. 15 lakhs. 
Machinery and mill work including belting, recorded a 
decrease of Rs. 47 lakhs, and woollen manufactures of Rs. 40 
lakhs.

Exports of food, drink, and tobacco in the month under 


survey, compared with September, 1929, decreased by 
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Rs. 67 lakhs to Rs. 5,57 lakhs, owing mainly to decreases 
in shipments of tea. The quantity of rice not in the husk 
exported increased from 109,000 tons to 114,000 tons, but 
the value fell from Rs. 1,62 lakhs to Rs. 1,47 lakhs, owing 
to the low level of prices. Exports of tea declined by 
5 million lbs. in quantity and by Rs. 64 lakhs in value. 
Shipments of wheat improved from 2,000 tons to 20,000

Under groundnuts 
there was a decrease of Rs. 63 lakhs and under linseed, 
castor and cottonseed one of Rs. 40 lakhs, Rs. 10 lakhs and 
Rs. 6 lakhs respectively. Exports of oileakes recorded a 
decrease of Rs. 10 lakhs. Shipments of lac also declined 
by Rs. 36 lakhs. Exports of raw hides and skins fell by 
1,000 tons in quantity and by Rs. 26 lakhs in value. Ship- 
ments of raw wool also declined by 2 million Ibs. in quantity 
and by Rs. 16 lakhs in value. Manufactured goods fell 
by Rs. 1,39 lakhs to Rs. 5,93 lakhs. The number of jute 
bags shipped rose from 48 millions in September, 1929, to 
56 millions in September, 1930, but the value shrank from 
Rs. 2,26 lakhs to Rs. 2,03 lakhs. The yardage of gunny 
cloth exported rose slightly from 132 millions in September, 
1929, to 133 millions in September, 1930, but the value 
fell from Rs. 2,47 lakhs to Rs. 1,82 lakhs. Exports of 
cotton manufactures declined by Rs. 23 lakhs. Tanned or 
dressed hides and skins, although increasing slightly in 
quantity, decreased in value by Rs. 11 lakhs. 


TRADR WITH FOREIGN COUNTRIES: SHIPPING. 


The share of the United Kingdom in imports fell from 
13 per cent. in September, 1929, to 35 per cent. in the 
month under survey, while her share in exports rose from 
25 to 26 per cent. The shares of Germany, Japan and the 
United States in September, 1930, were, respectively, 9, 
6 and 9 per cent. under imports and 5, 12 and 9 per cent. 
under exports. 


The tonnage of vessels entered into British India and 
cleared outwards with cargoes from and to foreign 
countries and _ British Possessions during September 


amounted respectively to 642,000 and 635,000, as against

Trade conditions generally throughout these territories 
have remained very dull and depressed, reports Barclays 
Bank (Dominion, Colonial and Overseas). 

Occasional heavy showers have been experienced in 
Barbados, but further rains would be beneficial. The 
Department of Agriculture estimates the Island’s sugar 
and molasses crop to be reaped next year at the equivalent 
of approximately 65,000 tons of sugar. Nothing has yet 
definitely materialised in regard to the schemes designed 
to give relief to the sugar industry, which have recently 
been the subject of debate in the Local Legislature. It is 
reported that this year about 2,000 acres have been planted 
in cotton. 

In Trinidad heavy showers have fallen, followed by 
periods of sunshine, which have been most beneficial to 
all the cultivations. Picking of the new cocoa crop was 
expected to be in full swing by mid-November; reports 
indicate that this crop is looking more healthy than for 
some seasons past. 


occasional showers have been experienced in 
Jamaica. Total exports of bananas from January 1 to 
October 11, 1930, amounted to 20,906,029 stems, as com- 
pared with 18,134,860 stems during the same period of 1929. 
It is estimated that the total exports of this fruit for the 
year 1930 will be about 25 million stems, a geod record 
for the Island. It is now thought that the pimento crop 
for 1930 will not exceed 30,000 bags. The coffee crop has 
commenced and prices have appreciated, owing to the 
recent political situation in South America. The average 
annual crop of this commodity in Jamaica is about 40,000

As regards the Leeward and Windward Islands some

CANADA. 
INCREASE IN TOURIST TRAFFIC IN EASTERN 
PROVINCES. 
(l'rom the Acting High Commissioner for Canada in 
London.) 


Ph spite of the recent business recession both in the 
United States and in Canada, tourist traffic in the eastern 
Provinces of Canada has been greater this year than it 
was in 1929. The Hon. J. IX. Perrault, Minister of High- 
ways of Quebec, reports an increase of 21 per cent. in the 
number of American automobiles crossing the United States 
frontier into the province. 

The Quebec figures show that a total of 344,459 United 
States automobiles passed through 22 ports of entry up to 
September 1. In the corresponding period of 1929 at the 
ports the number registered was 284,994. Of this 
year’s entries 211,058 were for stays of two days to two 
months, as compared with 186,185 in the corresponding 
1929.

SOUTH AFRICA. 
INDUSTRIAL AND TRADI CONDITIONS. 

The general managers of the Standard Bank of South 
Africa supply the following information about trade condi- 
tions in the Union of South Africa:— 

Little or no improvement in business is reported at most 
centres and continued slackness is foreshadowed pending 
improved values for the primary exportable products. Some 
general improvement, however, is reported at Cape Town 
compared with recent months, and a more hopeful tons 1s 
apparent. Farming conditions in the Cape Province are 
good, but the position in the Free State and parts of the 
Transvaal is serious owing to the absence of rain with water 
supplies failing in some areas, stock in poor condition and 
lambing generally a failure. 

ReEcoRD PRODUCTION OF GOLD. 

The Transvaal gold output for October (27 working days) 
amounted to 926,561 fine ounces, valued at £3,935,781, 
compared with 888,690 ozs., valued at £3,774,915 in October, 
1929 (also 27 working days). Native labour increased from 
205,061 to 206,778. The output established a new record. 

Little change has taken place in the diamond position, 
but it is considered that the sale agreement announced by 
the Minister may give confidence to merchants and cutters. 

Railway earnings from October 12 to November 8 were 
£1,927 ,260, or £144,740 below the estimate. Total earnings 
from April 1 to November 8 were £15,165,984, or £1,262,016 
below the estimate, compared with £16,171,431 for the 
corresponding period of 1929. 


I'RUIT AND GRALN. 

Exports of citrus fruit in October amounted to 190,174 
boxes, compared with 96,759 boxes for October, 1929, making 
2.004,227 boxes for the season, compared with 1,189,5$2 
boxes for the corresponding period of 1929. The citrus 
season is practically ended. The first shipment of apricots 
left last week. 

Local prices for maize remain above the overseas parity 
and little export business is taking place. Drought condi- 
tions at inland centres are keeping prices up.

The wool season is in full swing and arrivals at the ports 
are heavy. The demand for supers is firm at all centres, 
with a slight hardening tendency. Buyers are critical in 
their requirements, which is resulting in some neglect of 
average and inferior wools. France is a heavy buyer, with 
good support from Bradford. It is expected that the supply 
of best types of long wool will be limited as the season pro- 
gresses, with firmer prices owing to the extensive shearing 
of short wools earlier in the year. Mohair remains Gde- 
pressed, buyers’ limits being below sellers’ ideas. 

Sheepskins declined during the month, and the market

have improved on American demand.

The local hide market is firmer in spite of the decline 
overseas. 

There has been a marked improvement on the Port 
Elizabeth feather market. ‘The news from Europe is 
encouraging and good orders are being placed. Local stocks 
are very limited and current values are about 25 per cent. 
above those ruling two months ago. There has been more 
enquiry for wattle bark, and the local market is firm. 
Extract is unchanged. 

Exports of sugar to date amount to about 120,000 tons, 
leaving about 65,000 tons to be shipped. 


INDUSTRY AND TRADE. 

A considerable improvement is reported by boot and 
shoe manufacturers, with encouraging prospects. More 
factories are now working full time. There is increased 
activity in the building and clothing industries at Cape 
Town, where the number of unemployed shows a decrease. 
Industries generally show some seasonal improvement. The 
turnover of agricultural implements has increased at Cape 
Town, but remains quiet at other centres. A further slight 
improvement has taken place in wholesale soft goods, but 
the country trade is dull. Retailers also report some 
improvement. 


PRODUCE SHIPMENTS. 

The High Commissioner for the Union in T.ondon has 
received cabled advice from the Department of Agriculture, 
Pretoria, of shipments of South African produce to various 
United Kingdom, Continental and American ports during 
the week ended November & as under:

The figures show a rise in the imports of goods of 97 mil- 
lion marks, but two-thirds of this increase was due to the 
collection of Customs duties in October for goods imported 
in the previous three months. The collection of Customs 
accounts is now being made quarterly. The highest advance 
was in foodstuffs and beverages, in which there was a net 
increase of 19-5 million mks., made up chiefly of fruit, 
+ 12-9 million mks.; tropical fruits, + 8-3 million mks. and 
fish and fish conserves, + 7-6 million mks. There was a 
decline in the import of wheat by 5 million mks. 

[In the group ‘‘ raw materials and semi-finished goods ”’ 
there was a net increase of 3 million mks., the chiet items 
being cotton, + 19-3 million mks., and hides for leather 
and furs. There was an increase in imports of finished goods 
of 10-8 million mks., of which furs and fur goods accounted 
for 4:4 million mks. 





IEexpeort TRADE. 

The increase inexports was confined almost solelv to finished 
goods, which show an increase of 55 million mks. over the 
September figures. The main rises were under the following 
headings: Machinery, + 9:4 million mks.; chemicals, + 8-7 
million mks.; ships, + 10-6 million mks.; and toys, paper 
and paper goods, leather, furs and fur goods. There were 
decreases in the exports of the following goods: Textile 
finished articles, — 4-1 million mks., of which woollen goods 
accounted for 3-8 million mks., electro-technical products 
and iron goods. The increased export of live animals, + 3:3 
million mks., was due to the larger export of pigs. 

The export of gold and silver, which in September reached 
the exceptionally high figure of 107-9 million mks., was in- 
creased further to 407:7 million mks. during the month 
under review. 


REPARATION DELIVERIES. 


Reparation deliveries in kind amounted to 61-4 millien 
niks., as against 61-8 million mks. in September. 


JAPAN. 
THE 1930 RICK CROP. 


The Department of Overseas Trade has been informed Ly 
cable from a reliable source that the Japanese rice crop {or 
1930 is estimated at 65,305,430 koku, which indicates an 
increase of 9-6 per cent. over last year’s crop. 


LATVIA. 
FOREIGN TRADE IN SEPTEMBER. 

The Latvian Consulate-General in London reports that 
returns recently published show that the foreign trade ot 
Latvia in September closed with an adverse balance oi 
4-1 million lats. The value of imports reached 28-4 million 
lats, as against 31-4 million lats in September, 1929, while 
exports totalled 24-3 million lats and 26-8 million lats 
respectively. Comparing the various descriptions of goods 
imported into the country, their value was as follows :— 
foodstuffs, 4-6 million lats, as against 7-7 million lats in 
September, 1929, of which rye imports totalled 1-4 million 
lats and wheat 1 million lats less than September, 1929. 
There were also decreased imports of rice, sugar and lard. 
-aw materials and semi-manutactured goods imported 
amounted to 7:5 million lats, as against 8-6 million lats, 
whereas imports of manufactured goods rose from 14-9

million lats to 16 million lats, the increase being chiefly 
contributed by larger purchases of vehicles, paper, woollen 
yarn and metal goods. Decreases were recorded in imports 
of leather, cotton and _ woollen goods and industrial 
machinery. 

Export TRADE. 

The export figures showed a decline in the value of 
foodstuffs and raw materials, the former amounting to 
§-3 million lats, as against 6-8 million lats, of which butter 
represented 5-4 million as against 6-4 million lats, while 
bacon rose from 0-1 million lats to 0-3 million lats. Raw 
materials and semi-manufactured goods exports amounted 
to 7:7 million lats, as against 10-5 mulion lats, the chief 
fall having been in the value of flax exports, which 
amounted to 2 million lats less than in September, 1929. 
This, however, was due to the exceptionally low price ot 
fax. Timber exports totalled 6-5 million lats, as against 
74 million Jats, but linseed exports were 0-3 million lats 
higher. Manufactured goods were exported to the amount 
of 10-3 million lats, as against 9-4 million lats, repre- 
enting an increase of O-9 million lats. This rise 
was attributed to the larger exports of railway coaches, the 
ralue having been 3 million lats, as against only 0-7 million 
lats. Leather exports totalled 0-7 million lats, as against 
0-4 million lats; industrial machinery, 0-2 million lats; 
woollen goods, 0-5 million lats; knitted goods, 0-1 million 
lats; rubber footwear, 1-5 million lats; flax yarn and 
thread, O-2 million lats, and bicycles, 0-1 million lats. 
Canned fish, particularly sprats in oil, formed a fairly 
large item in the export trade, and these goods are being 
exported in ever increasing quantities, chiefly to the 
United States. 


BUTTER EXPORTS IN OCTOBER. 

Butter exports during the month under review amounted 
to 41,906 casks, which total ranks next to the record figure, 
i.e., 49,921 casks in August last, states the Latvian 
Consulate-General in London. The total exports during 
the first ten months of the current year amounted to 318,227 
casks, the monthly quantities having been as _ follows: 
January, 23,727 casks; February, 12,996 casks; March, 
21,1387 casks; April, 21,674 casks; Mav, 31,509 casks; June, 
41,539 casks; July, 39,454 casks; August, 49,921 casks; 
September, 34,3864 casks; October, 41,906 casks. These 
quantities already considerably exceed the total exports for 
the whole of 1929 and 1928, when the totals were 296,000 
and 252,000 casks respectively. It is anticipated that 
exports in November and December will aggregate about 
60,000 casks, which would bring the total quantity for the 
current year to about 380,000 casks. 


LEGAL PROTECTION FOR FOREIGNERS. 

The British Consul at Riga has forwarded a copy of a 
legal work dealing with the legal protection of the foreigner 
in commerce and before the courts of Latvia. 

This publication (which is published in German) under- 
takes the task of giving guidance to foreigners having 
business relations with Latvia, the law of the country, the 
composition of the judiciary and gives practical hints re- 
garding the proper representation of his interests, taking 
into consideration the material rules of Latvian law.

SPAIN. 


CERTIFICATE OF ORIGIN REGULATIONS : 
RE-EXPORTS FROM LIVERPOOL. 


The ‘‘Gaceta de Madrid ’’ for November 19 contains 2 
Royal Order, dated November 17, which extends to the port 
of Liverpool the special provisions regarding the certification 
of the origin of goods re-exported to Spain from the port of 
London which were established by the Royal Order of Sep- 
tember 20, 1927. (Disposition X to the Customs Tariff.) 


Paragraph 8a of Disposition X provides as follows:. 


In order to obtain the more favourable Customs treatment 
for goods from ‘Treaty countries which came from official trade 
warehouses of any country, the importer must present, in 
addition to the certificate of origin, a certificate from the chief 
official of the warehouse, attesting that the goods are those 
which entered the warehouse, and that they have not been 
changed, added to or worked, except so far as necessary for 
their preservation; and such certificates must be endorsed by 
the Spanish Consul at the port of embarkation. 


In the special case of the goods specified proceeding from 
non-official warehouses in the port of London, in place of the 
warehouse official’s certificate, a certificate to the same effect 
(subject to due verification), issued by a functionary of the 
official Spanish Chamber of Commerce appointed specifically 
for this purpose on the recommendation of the Chamber, 1s 
accepted. ‘This functionary may also issue “ partial ’’ certifi- 
cation for goods, both from bonded and _ non-official ware- 
houses situated in the Port in question, and such partial cer- 
tificates shall serve as certificates of origin for such parts of 
consignments (forming part of the total consignments included 
in the certificate of origin referred to above) as are destined for 
Spain. In all cases Consular endorsement is required. 


Paragraph Se of Disposition X provides as follows: 


When goods originating in any non-European country are 
imported into Spain from official trade warehouses in treaty 
countries, there may be substituted for the certificate of origin 
a statement stamped on the original invoice by the Customs 
authority dealing with the warehouse in question and endorsed 
by the Spanish Consul, certifying that the certificates of origin 
proving the origin of the goods in question have been shown 
to hun. 


Goods originating in a non-European country and proceed- 
ing from non-official warehouses established in the port of 
London shall enjoy the foregoing facility, the stamping of 
the origin invoice being carried out by the officially appointed 
functionary of the official Spanish Chamber of Commerce in 
London, and always with the respective Consular endorsement.

The following addition is now made to paragraphs 8a and 
Se, quoted above, viz. :— 

The powers conceded to the Spanish Chamber of Commerce 
in London, as set out wm the previous paragraph, are ez- 
tended to the port of Inverpool, being exercised by one of 
the members of the Chamber resident therein, who will be 
nominated officially for this purpose by the Minister of 
National Economy on the recommendation of the Chamber.

HUNGARY—TURKEY. 
TREATY OF COMMERCE. 

The Board of Trade are informed that the Treaty of 
Commerce between Hungary and Turkey signed on May 
21, 1930, came into force on October 12. It is to remain 
in force for a period of two years, and thereafter will be 
subject to denunciation at six months’ notice. 

The Treaty provides tor most-favoured-nation treatment 
in respect of import and export duties and Customs 
formalities generally. Reduced duties are provided for 
sultanie’’ raisins of Turkish origin on importation into 
Hungary and for salami on importation into Turkey. 

Goods of one Party imported into the territory of the 
other passing in transit through other countries en route, 
are not to be subject to other or higher duties than if 
imported direct. 

Most-favoured-nation treatment is provided in respect 
of all internal dues. 

The Parties agree to accord to each other most-favoured- 
nation treatment in matters relating to import and export 
prohibitions and restrictions. 

Most-favoured-nation treatment is provided for in respect 
of transit on routes most suitable to international traffic, 
and goods in transit across the territories of the Parties 
will be exempt on condition of reciprocity from all Customs 
and other duties except statistical dues, supervision and 
warehouse charges. In the matter of railway transport 
charges, most-favoured-nation treatment will he accorded 
to the goods of the one Party on the railways of the other. 

The Treaty contains detailed provisions for the treat- 
ment of commercial travellers and their samples on the 
usual lines. 

Subjects of one Party visiting for business purposes fairs 
and markets in the territories of the other not reserved to 
nationals will receive national treatment, provided they 
are furnished with the necessary identity cards. 

Vessels of the one Party in the ports and territorial 
waters of the other will receive most-favoured-nation treat- 
ment.

PERSIA—-POLAND. 
COMMERCIAL CONVENTION, 


The Board of Trade have received, through the Foreign 
Office, a copy of the Commercial Convention between Persia 
and Poland which was signed at Teheran on March 19, 
1927. The Convention came into force on October 22, 
1930, and will remain in force for eighteen months, after 
which it will be subject to termination at six months’ 
notice. 

Under the Convention nationals of one Party receive 
national treatment in the territory of the other Party in 
regard to the carrying on of commerce and industry, and 
may engage in any trade or profession which is not reserved 
to nationals under special laws and regulations. National 
treatment is also accorded in respect of the juridical

position of the nationals of either Party and of their 
property, rights and interests. 

Under condition of reciprocity nationals of the one Party 
have the right to acquire, possess and dispose of every kind 
of moveable property on the territory of the other. [ny 
regard to buildings, nationals of either Party have the 
right, provided they conform to the laws, to lease and 
purchase houses required by them for habitation purposes 
as well as premises and warehouses necessary to their com- 
merce and industry. As regards the acquisition or lease 
of rural property, it is stipulated that facilities in this 
connection will be given automatically in the event of their 
being given to any third State. 

Limited liability and other companies constituted in 
accordance with the laws of one of the Contracting Parties 
will be recognised in the territory of the other, and, on 
condition of reciprocity and of conformity to the laws, 
will have the right to establish and carry on every kind 
of commerce and industry, and to acquire every kind 
of moveable and (except, generally, as regards rural 
property) immoveable property. They will also enjoy 
national treatment as regards taxes and charges. 

Products of the soil and industry originating in or 
coming from the territory of one of the Contracting 
Parties, on importation into the territory of the other 
for the purpose of consumption or re-exportation, will enjoy 
most-favoured-nation treatment. Similar treatment is also 
given by the one Party as regards goods exported to the 
territory of the other. Certificates of origin may be 
required for imported goods. 

If Persia should obtain tariff autonomy, the benefit of 
the Persian minimum tariff would be accorded to Polish 
goods only for a period of two years from the date of the 
coming into force of the Treaty even if the Treaty should 
be prolonged beyond that period. 

The Parties engage not to hinder their reciprocal com- 
mercial relations by any import, export or transit pro- 
hibitions or restrictions, except :— 


1. For vital economic reasons ; 
2. For reasons of public safety ; 
3. For sanitary and health reasons and for the pro- 


tection of useful animals and 
diseases, insects and parasites;

4. Where they operate in respect of State monopolies. 


The Parties engage to accord their 
territory the right of warehousing and transit to persons, 
luggage and goods of all kinds, consignments, material and 
means of transport under a guarantee of most-favoured-

Exception to the provisions of the Convention is made 
in the case of the following :— 
(1) Privileges accorded to neighbouring States is 
frontier traffic.

The Polish Government reserves the right to deelare the 
adhesion of the Free City of Danzig to the Convention. 


UNITED STATES OF AMERICA—SALVADOR. 
OF FRIENDSHIP, COMMERCE AND 
CONSULAR RIGHTS. 

The Board of Trade are informed that the ratifications of 
the Treaty of Friendship, Commerce and Consular Rights 
between the United States and Salvador, which was signed 
on February 22, 1926, were exchanged on September 5, 1930. 
The Treaty accordingly came into foree on that date. _

In all that concerns import and export prohibitions, re- 
striclions, and licences most-favoured-nation treatment is 
accorded. 

National treatment is stipulated in matters relating to 
shipping, subject to the following exceptions : — | 

(a) The coasting trade to be governed by the laws of 
the contracting parties; 

(b) Bounties and subsidies accorded to the national 
mercantile marine; 

(c) Special privileges accorded to the national fishing 
industry, and fishing in territorial waters; and 

(dq) The exercise of maritime services in the ports, also 

pllotage, towage and salvage. 

All exceptions other than the above mentioned are subject 
to most-favoured-nation treatment.

H.M. Trade Commissioner at Dublin reports that Dail 
Kireann passed, on November 21, a Resolution, introduced 
by the Minister of Finance, imposing a Customs duty of £5 
per cwt. on butter imported into the Irish Free State. 
Butter imported for the manufacture of foodstuffs for ex- 
port from the Irish Free State may be exempted from duty 
at the discretion of the Revenue Commissioners. 

Under the provisions of Irish Free State Law the Resolu- 
tion took immediate effect.

NEW ZEALAND. 
MEAT EXPORT CONTROL. 

An Act, dated February 11, 1922, and cited as the Meat 
Control Act, 1921-22, made provision to prohibit the ex- 
portation of meat from New Zealand except in accordance 
with the decision of the Meat Producers’ Board, which was 
set up under the Act, and was empowered to assume control 
of meat intended for export, as regards grading, time and 
terms of exportation. In addition the Act provided for the 
levy of such charges as may be decided by the Governor- 
General in Council on all meat exported from the Dominion. 

A Bill has now been submitted to the New Zealand House 
of Representatives which proposes, inter alia, to amend pre- 
vious legislation on the subject by making it illegal for any 
overseas company, firm, or person to acquire any interest in 
any freezing-works in New Zealand, or for the same to be 
worked on behalf of any such company, firm or person.

MWXNPORT OF HIDES AND SKINS. 


The Union ‘‘ Government Gazette ’’ for October 24 con- 
tains a Proclamation of the Governor-General providing 
that hides and skins are to be regarded as agricultural 
produce tor the purposes of the Agricultural Produce 


Iixport Act, 1917, as amended. 


fegulations have been issued providing that all hides 
and skins originating in the Union, South West Africa, 
Bechuanaland Protectorate, Basutoland and Swaziland ex- 
ported from the Union shall be subject to inspection, as 
from February 1, 1931. 


The text of the regulations, which prescribe the methods 
of packing, marking, grading, etc., may be seen by persons 
interested on application to the Department of Overseas 
Trade, 35, Old Queen Street, London, S.W. 1. 


An inspection fee must be paid by the owner or con- 
signor at the rate of one-eighth penny pel bale of dry or 
dry-salted hides and skins and one-eighth penny per wet 


hide. 


A special inspection fee, to be devoted to the promotion 
of the future production of hides and skins, is also to be 
levied at the rate of 27d. per bale of not more than 500 Ibs. 
of dry or dry-salted hides and skins and 2d. per wet hide. 


EXPORT OF WATTLE BARK. 


The Union ‘‘ Government Gazette ’’? for October 24 con- 
tains a Proclamation (No. 251 of 1930) of the Governor- 
General imposing restrictions on the sale, purchase and 
removal within, and the exportation from, the Union of 
the bark of any of the exotic species of the genus acacia, 
commonly known as wattles.

IMPORT PROHIBITIONS.

firearm, and cartridges (if any) for any such article.

CUBA. 
DUTY ON RAW COFFEE INCREASED. 


A recent Cuban Presidential Decree increases the 
Customs duty leviable, under the General Tariff, on green 
coffee in the bean imported into Cuba from 23-40 to 32 
pesos per 100 kilogs. 


CZECHOSLOVAKIA. 
SUPPLEMENTARY DUTIES ON GRAIN AND 
FLOUR. 


With reference to previous notices under the above head- 
ing, it should be noted that a Government Order, dated 
November 7, increases the supplementary duty on flour, 
meal and milling products from 70 to 75 Czech kronen per 
100 kilogs. The supplementary duties on grain remain 
unchanged. 

[As already stated, these supplementary duties do not yet 
apply to imports of these commodities from countries en joy- 
ing most-favoured-nation treatment in Czechoslovakia. | 


TAXATION OF POSTAL PARCELS. 

The Board of Trade have received copy of a recent Presi- 
dential Decree, which provides for the levy of single tax of 
3 per cent. ad valorem on goods imported into Ecuador by 
parcel post (and in general on legal importations without the 
manifest), in place of the wharf taxes, port dues, transit 
fees and other special imports charged on postal parcels. 
The normal Customs duties and surcharges will, of course, 
be collected in addition to this tax. 


GERMANY. 


ISSUE OF IMPORT BONDS FOR CERTAIN 
GOODS DISCONTINUED. 


A Ministerial Order, dated November 22, notifies that, as 
from November 27, applications for the issue of import bonds 
will no longer be considered in connection with the export of 
live cattle, live sheep, or of beef and mutton in airtight 
receptacles. 


NORWAY. 


CONTROL OF PRODUCTION, IMPORTATION 
AND SALE OF ISOPROPYL ALCOHOL. 


A Royal Resolution of October 3, issued under a Law of 
February 7 regarding the production, importation into and 
sale in Norway of isopropy! alcohol, provides that this pro- 
duct may only be produced by persons who have received a 
special permit from the Ministry of Finance and Customs. 
The right to import and sell isopropyl alcohol is vested in 
the Vinmonopolet, and sales may only take place for 
technical, scientific and medicinal purposes. As an excep- 
tion, however, it may be sold to the public for medicinal 
purposes by pharmacies, doctors and veterinary surgeons.

An extraordinary amount of British banking and commer- 
cial history is compressed into the pages headed ‘‘ Amalgama- 
tions and Other Changes among Banks ’’; this deals not only 
with the changes of the last few years, but recalls names long 
since forgotten, and forms the most complete record of the 
kind in existence. ‘There is also a diary of important events 
since 1866. Further, a complete survey of the movements of 
the foreign exchanges is given by means of a series of tables 
of the average rates of each week from the beginning of 1928. 

Another interesting compilation is that showing the relative 
position of the banks of Great Britain and Ireland for the pre- 
war year 1914, at the Armistice and for the last six years which 
indicates (to take only one item) that the deposits of these 
banks totalled £1,320,607,463 before the war, £2,587,828,952 at 
1919-20, £2,447,493,870 at 1924-25, £2,415,565,138 at 1925-26, 
€2.448,778,848 at 1926-27, £2,488,857,938 at 1927-28, 
£2.554,378,594 at 1928-29, and £2,505,729,506 at 1929-30. 

Other features of reference include changes in Bank rates of 
England, France, Germany and Holland since 1844 and 
Belgium since 1851; prices of bar silver since 1835 ; and weekly 
average prices of gold and silver in recent years. 

With regard to Telegraphic Addresses, it may be pointed 
out that these are arranged alphabetically both under the 
names of the banks and the telegraphic addresses, and that a 
code number is given to each name, whereby the name and 
address of any bank can be transmitted by cable in cne word. 
This is useful to bankers and customers in giving instructions 
by cable. 

Every effort is made to render the volume as complete as 
possible, and it only remains to be added that the publishers 
at all times welcome any suggestions and criticisms which 
would add still further to the value of the book.

BRITISH INDUSTRIES FAIR, 1931. 


The Birmingham Board of Management of the British 
Industries Fair is showing great enterprise in bringing the 
importance of the 1931 Hardware and Machinery Section cf 
the Fair to the notice of trade buyers in the Dominions anq 
foreign markets.

1931. 

The Department of Overseas Trade has received informa- 
tion trom the Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at 
Washington to the effect that the Second Annual American 
Fair will be held in the Auditorium at Atlantic City, New 
Jersey, from June 16 to August 26, 1931, and that foreign 
manufacturers are invited to participate. : 

The price of space at the Fair is 6 dollars per square 
foot, which includes construction of standard booth equip- 
ment, master sign, janitor service, ete., for the entire six 
weeks, and space units are available ranging in size from 
100 square feet, upwards.

TWENTY-SECOND INTERNATIONAL CZECHO- 
SLOVAK AUTOMOBILE EXHIBITION. 

The Department of Overseas Trade has received a Report 
from the Commercial Secretary at Prague on the Twenty- 
Second Annual Czechoslovak Automobile Exhibition, which 
was held in Prague from Cctober 22 to 29. About 196 
firms exhibited, of which about 19 were American, three 
German, five French, three Austrian and three Italian. 
British exhibitors appeared to be represented by their re- 
spective agents, but only one concern of car manufacturers 
was represented in this way, the remaining firms being 
concerned in accessories and tyres. It is reported that 
about 60,000 people visited the Exhibition. 

In concluding his Report the Commercial Secretary 
draws particular attention to the fact that everything 1s 
being done in Czechoslovakia to popularise the use of motor 
vehicles not only by industrial and commercial interests, 
but in some respects officially, as it is fully recognised that 
an industrial nation can scarcely keep pace with its rivals 
unless every use is made of motor vehicles, especially of 
the heavier types of vehicles for industrial purposes. The 
number of motor vehicles at present in use in the country 
is roughly estimated at 100,000, of which a very consider- 
able proportion consists of motor omnibuses and com- 
mercial vehicles. Great efforts are also being made to 
build up an automobile industry, and along with this the 
Government is allocating considerable sums for the con- 
struction of new, and the repairing and strengthening of 
old, roads. No large amount of business was done during 
the course of the Exhibition, but it is considered to have 
served a very useful purpose in giving the motoring public 
an opportunity of examining the latest improved types of 
automobiles.

53), it is provided that 
after an enquiry in relation to goods of any class or descrip- 
tion has on a reference from the appropriate Department 
been held by a Committee appointed for the purposes of the 
said Act and the report of the Committee on the matter has 
been taken into consideration by the Department, that 
Department may, unless it appears to them that the trade 
of the United Kingdom or the trade generally of other parts 
of His Majesty’s Dominions with the United Kingdom would 
be prejudiced if imported goods of that class or description

report of that Committee has been taken into consideration 
by the Board: 


And whereas it does not appear to the Board that the 
trade of the United Kingdom or the trade generally of 
other parts of His Majesty’s Dominions with the United 
Kingdom would be prejudiced if the goods described in this 
Order imported for use or consumption in the United King- 
dom were prohibited to be sold unless they bear an indica- 
tion of origin, and the Board have accordingly made repre- 
sentations to His Majesty that it is desirable that an Order 
should be made under the said Section 2: 

Now, therefore, His Majesty, by and with the advice of
